High Tribunal Also To Look 


At Portal-To-Portal Pay

Supreme Court Monday decided to 
review the constitutionality of gov­ 
ernment rent control regulations 
applying to the homes of more than 
80,000,000 persons ana the issue of 
portal-to-portal pay for iron ore 
miners.

controversy 
reached the tribunal on a Justice 
department appeal from the middle 
Georgia federal district court de­ 
cision that the office of price ad 
ministration’s rent program con­ 
stitutes aa unconstitutional dele­ 
gation af congressional power. 
Declines Second Review 
The court without explanation 
declined to review another deci­ 
sion upholding the constitutional­ 
ity of the rent program. 
That ruling was made by the 
United States emergency court of 
appeals on regulations in the San 
Francisco area. 
I nacting on petitions for review 
the Supreme Court does not rule 
on the merits of the case. 
Granting of a review means that 
the case will be set for oral argu­ 
ment in a few weeks, after which 
a formal opinion will be delivered. 
In the portal-to-portal pay case 
tile Fifth federal circuit court ruled 
that the ore miners are entitled 
to compensation under the federal 
wage-hour act for the time they 
•pend in traveling from the mine 
portal, or opening, to their work­ 
ing places and back again. 
Georgian Challenges Rent 
The portal-to-portal pay decision 
was carried to the Supreme Court 
by the Tennessee Coal, Iron A 
Railroad Co., Slose-Sheffleld Steel 
4k Iron Co. and Republic Steel 
Corp., who employ about 6,000 ore 
miners in 13 mines in Alabama. 
The challenge of the rent regu­ 
lations came from Mrs. Kate C 
Willingham of Macon, Ga., who 
was ordered to reduce rates on 
dwellings she was renting for the 
first time. 
Judge Bascom S. 
Deaver de­ 
clared that administrative agen­ 
cies “apparently regard the Con­ 
stitution as an outmoded instru­ 
ment”

But it goes right on and it’s 
bound to go on.

Chemical Industry 
Needs Manpower 
Chemical companies producing 
basic raw materials that go indi 
rectly into the construction or op­ 
eration of ships, tanks, guns and 
airplanes are faced with a serious 
manpower problem that must be 
alleviated if present high produc 
tion standards are to be main 
tained, Dr. J. W. Raynolds of the 
chemical division of the war pro­ 
duction hoard, declared Saturday 
in a survey made for the American 
Chemical society. 
The higher wages paid in war 
plants make it more and more dlf 
ficult to retain needed workers In 
the industry, which has doubled 
its production since 1939, Dr. Ray­ 
nolds said. 
He laid the Industry’s current 
alarming manpower problems to 
the migration of workers to more 
“glamorous and 
better-paid” in­ 
dustries, serious wage differentials 
and a lack of appreciation by civil­ 
ians, government officials and the 
chemical 
industry itself in the 
basic importance of the Industry 
In the war.

Americans’ Eating Habits 


Are Bad, Survey Says 


STUDENT ASSEMBLIES 
TO SEE SCIENCE SHOW 


BAD eating habits, rather than 
food shortages, are the source 
for most of America’s food prob­ 
lems, according to a survey of war* 
time diets made and released re­ 
cently by Prof. Harry Taub of Co­ 
lumbia 
university’s 
college 
of 
pharmacy. Despite government cam­ 
paigns to make the public aware 
of new foods, balanced meals and 
food substitutes, people h^ve failed 
to improve their eating habits, he 
asserted.* 
“Eating habits are so fundamen­ 
tal and hard to break that it will 
take many years to re-educate the 
nation,” Prof. Tauh declared. He 
pointed out that, instead of try­ 
ing new foods, the people prefer to 
depend on vitamin pills. 
An educational program to train 
school children in the nutritive 
value of foods would provide a sat­ 
isfactory solution to future food 
problems, Prof. Taub said. “Dur­ 
ing the transition period, however, 
we will have to look at the prob­ 
lem practically and try to meet the 
food problem by keeping in mind 
the average American’s food pref­ 
erences,’’ he added.

NLESS motorists stake sample allowance for 
Ute life expectancy of their cars, the United 
States transportation system may bs a wreck 
by this time next year. It Is better to play safe 
now titan be sorry before tbs end of next summer, 
This means not only the utmost conservation 
of tires already In nee, to allow development of 
Ute synthetic program now proving, extremely 
difficult and slow, bat conservation of automo­ 
biles. Motorists 
who are having mechanical 
breakdowns and trouble with repairs ars the fore­ 
runner of an epidemic of wornout cars which 
will materialise within the next year. 
Conservation of motor vehicles becomes in the 
final analysis s personal responsibility. Gasoline 
rationing sets the public pattern, but the individ­ 
ual motorist ultimately makes the decision on 
the extra care which Is necessary to prolong the 
life of bls car. He alone can decide what con­ 
servation can be made in addition to the conserva­ 
tion imposed by gasoline rationing. He alone 
can put Into practice the rules of caution for pro­ 
longing tbs running Ufa of hit car. While the 
automobiles now in use seam to be capable of 
running forever, the fact la their maximum serv­ 
ice is being approached rapidly. 
Every motorist who wants to keep rolling until

More Islands Than Cruisers 
nrHE higher and better attained rate of action 
* in the South Pacific, with its newest climax 
of major assault on Rabaul by carrier-based 
planes, calls for a revised view of the method 
by which Japan wiU be reduced to defeat. 
Over-simply stated, Japan bas more Islands to 
lose than cruisers. Possession of many bases 
sails for uninterrupted supply. Loss of ships 
means loss of supply. It doesn’t mutter greatly 
whera United States fighting ships sud planes 
destroy Japanese fighting shipt and planes; lf 
they are destroyed In sufficient number, Japan 
stands defeated on its first lins of defense. 
In short, Rabaul,' Wewak, tbs Truk lslsods, the 
Solomons and Marshalls aud all the other lend 
buses held by the Japanese in the Pacific are of 
naval Importance only. By the same token, the 
efforts necessary to take them away from the 
Japaneie bo they cen be used by the United 
States are for the advancement of United States 
caval power. 
The war with Japan, up to the final Invasion 
of the main Japanese Islands, la in and over 
water, with land action to obtain and secure ships 
and plane bases. Every Japanese ship and plane 
destroyed In "Island hopping” Is vitally Important, 
even lf the islands aren’t, because when enough 
ships and planes have been driven to cover or 
put out of commission, the ultimate defeat of 
Japan is assured.

He’s Traveled Alone On Path That Points Toward 


White House And Makes Major Decisions Himself

COLUMBUS—One hot day last 
summer Gov. John W. Bricker 
went down to the Hocking valley 
bills to review Ohio state guard 
troops in training. 
Camp officers didn’t know how 
many would be in his party, how 
lengthy the caravan might be. In­ 
deed, they were not certain the 
party could find the new camp 
readily. 
They sent out men to meet the 
party and give it escort. No cara­ 
van appeared. The reception staff 
found only a lone automobile bear 
Ing a lone man along a winding 
gravel road. 
The motorist was 
the governor. 
Intimates of John William Brick­ 
er cay that Illustrated two deep 
characteristics of the tall, white- 
haired men of SO who announced 
last week he is a candidate for the 
Republican 
presidential 
nomina­ 
tion. 
He has traveled alone on the 
path which he now Ie pointing to­ 
ward the White House, arriving 
himself at all vital decisions, and 
abiding by them steadfastly. 
He disdains the pomposity usual­ 
ly attached to high office and has 
served five years ae governor in 
much the way he would like to 
live a private life. 
BRICKER was born 
In a log 
house in rural Madison county, 
Just southwest of Columbus, and 
grew up on a farm. The Interests 
he developed there have caused 
him to dream of greatly expanded 
conservation projects such as lakes 
and dams and forests and streams. 
He stood one day atop a diving 
tower at a state lake and looked 
up at a canyon filled artificially 
with water. 
“There!” he exclaimed, sweep­ 
ing his hand at a project that had 
raised the water level in that par­ 
ticular area. "That’s what I’d like 
to see more of, and I hope I shall." 
And then he added, “and It gives 
people a place to go and have a 
good time and relax. This is what 
we muet have more of, too.” 
A poet- wer planning commission 
created by the legislature at the 
governor’s suggestion now is map­ 
ping plans for new parks and re­ 
creational facilities to be created 
Immediately after the war. 
In his planning Bricker has been 
called obstinate and arbitrary, re­ 
fusing to budge from bis personal 
convictions end decisions. 


U T ,close associates say he la 
1 essentially of a Judicial tem­ 
perament and demands both sides 
of any question before arriving at 
conclusion, They concede, how­ 
ever, that once Bricker’s mind Ie 
■et. it rarely Is changeable. 
He acta with firm conviction. 
Last winter lie asked the legisla­ 
ture to remove the aelee tax from 
food eaten in restaurant!. A farm 
bloc in the house arose in opposi­ 
tion. saying this was a bad time 
to reduce revenue, and that such 
a reduction would help no one but 
the city folk. 
A rebellion In the legislature 
was something rather new to Brick­ 
er. 
Nevertheless, he stuck by hie 
guns and a /en went before the 
house to argue his cause. 
The 
farm bloc won. hut Bricker still 
thinks he was right. 
He 
believes 
in 
independent 
thougbt and adherence to one’a 
decision. 
That principle extends 
through 
the 
state 
government: 
every member of his cabinet ii 
full boss of his department. 
He 
runs it as he feels It should be 
run, free of Interference from the 
executive office. 


Ever since be entered politics 
shortly after the First World war 
by becoming city attorney of subur­ 
ban Grandview Heights, Bricker 
has developed a growing faith in 
politics simply, he says, as a means 
of getting things done. 
“And the cleaner the politics, 
the better the government.” 


y-* OVERNMENT. he feels, must 
be kept clote to the home and 
the heart of the people and sub­ 
ject to their will. ’ 
“In that way," he explains, "we 
beet can preserve the individual 
opportunity for life to Hie people 
of our country.” 
He adds: “I think the beet ex­ 
pression of the kind of life we 
want has come to me through let­ 
ters of soldiers from every quar­ 
ter of the globe. 
“They want a Job with a chance 
to make good and go forward. They 
want a chance lo buihl a home in

Their speculation has been stlm 
ulated by the anniversary of the 
armistice that ended the fighting 
in the First World war. Many simi­ 
larities in Germany’s situation then 
end now are apparent. 
First request for peace in 1918 
came from Austria-Hungary, chief

On Oct. 38, President 
Wilson told Germany he was sub­ 
mitting its offer to the Allies, but 
warned that unconditional surren­ 
der would be demanded if the 
“military masters end monarchial 
autocrats’’ of Germany were still 
In power. 
G ERMANY replied Oct. 27 that 
it appreciated what had been 
done and was awaiting the propos­ 
al for an armistice.

Then, peace terms were held 
out to Germany. This time it is 
unconditional surrender.

dread of their turn. 
THE Gorman people have learned 
et first hand what war means. 
At the same time. the food situa­ 
tion Is not believed to be as critical 
as it was 25 yeara ago, and there 
la abundant evidence that the Nazi 
party la in better position to hold 
the civilian population in check 
than the monarchy wag in 1918.

today, 
while unfavorable for Germany, 
is leas threatening on the land 
fronts than it was 25 years ago. 
Germany was under a parlia­ 
mentary form of government in 
1918. 
The relchstag. though re­ 
taining only limited power, could 
make opposition to continuation of 
the war effective. 
Trade 
unions 
were legal, as 
were strikes. Seven months before 
the end of the war a munitions 
■trike had crippled production for 
almost a week. 
INDIVIDUALS 
and 
newspapers 
could express criticism of the 
conduct of the war within reason­ 
able limits. 
Today, of oourse. any feeling of 
opposition la repressed by abso­ 
lute dictatorship. 
While it wa* certain 25 years 
ago that the end of the war would 
bring dethronement of the kaiser 
and political chaos, the situation 
today, as described by Hitler at 
Munich last week, finds the Nail 
party determined to fight for its 
political authority to the point of 
mass executions of the German 
people, themselves. 
Hitler heads a military dictator­ 
ship. backed by his own private 
army. 
He and other Natl figures *know 
that they face certain death at 
the hands of the enemy if Ger­ 
many is defeated. 
In l i l t the German leaders could 
expect to go unharmed after sur­ 
render. 
Today’* 
leaders 
have 
everything to lose and nothing to 
gain by showing weakness. 
Germany, itself, has everything 
to lose, too—a fact that may re­ 
sult In prolonagtion of the war, 
bnt may avert the possibility of 
leaving Germans with the impres­ 
sion this time that the war was 
not conclusively lost; that Ger­ 
many was betrayed from the in- 
aide—the favorite argument used 
by Hitler in his rise to power and 
his ultimate leadership of another 
bid for world power.

Has Chalked Up A New Success For 


The Old ’Uns Wh o Guide War

R 
EGARDLESS of their individual opinions of 
the merit of the pact negotiated in Mosoow, 
I think all Americans must have the greatest 
admiration for Cordell Hull, our secretary of 
■tate, who at the age of 72 journeyed to Russia 
by air to make suckers of his critics. 
They said he wag too old and too frail tor tho 
trip and too backwoodsy to deal with a slicker 
like Stalin. Yet the elderly Tennesseean, as thor­ 
oughly American as his native eoll, apparently 
got along better with the reticent Russian thaw 
any man we have yet sent to Moscow. He trans­ 
acted hie business in shorter time than It took 
aomo of our diplomatic errand boys to deliver a 
message to the Kremlin. 
Hull’s success—for ae tor as hie mission Is con­ 
cerned and again without reference to the merit 
of the deal It was a success—refutes the propa­ 
ganda of diplomatic intelligentsia that Sumner 
Wells* was the big man In the state department 
and Hall a doddering old figurehead who did not 
know how to deal with European problems of 
state. 
It is also another demonstration of a toot I 
often have commented on in this column, that 
the thinking end of World war II seema to be 
in the hands of men of considerable years, which 
Is perhaps just coincidence hut which proves 
age does not militate against mentality. It is a 
field day tor the old ’ane. 
S 
CARCELY a man in an Important executive 
position connected with World war II la under 
60. especially In the United States. Mr. Roose­ 
velt at 61 la yeara younger fhan Stimson, Hull 
and Knox, hie leading war cablneteers. Our fore­ 
most fighting field general, MacArthur, is 63. 
Chief leaders of our allies, Churchill and Stalin, 
are respectively 69 and 64. 
Only Chlang Kafcshek is under the three score 
mark. He is 57, which makes him practically a 
kid compared with some of his partners. But the 
big four, Roosevelt, Churchill, Stalin end Chlang 
Kai-shek ring np a total of 251 years. I do not 
think this proves anything in particnlar. I just 
think It is interesting. 
I have no idea how history will rate Cordell 
Hull among our secretaries of state of the last 
159 years. We have had many able men on that 
job, some perhaps abler than the presidents they 
served. Others war* complete washouts. Hull, a 
former judge, representative and United States 
senator, often has been criticized bitterly, yet 
I believe that in the years to come bls journey 
to Moscow may be remembered as a great per­ 
sonal exploit, lf not a diplomatic triumph. 


nrH E department of foreign affairs was created 


changed to the department of state a few months 
later. 
Thomas Jefferson, then minister to France, wan 
appointed secretary by President Washington, 
through Robert Livingston and John Jay, after­ 
ward chief justice of the Supreme Court, had held 
the office of secretary of foreign affairs through 
congressional appointment.

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STOCK ON SPREE 
IN WHISKY DEAL 


Some Shares Bring Sill In 
Sale To Stockholders

NBW YORK, Nor. 16—Th* capi­ 
tal stock of American Distilling 
Ca went on sn old-fashioned spree 
on the New York Stock Exchange 
Monday after' the company decided 
to let stockholders buy almost a 
barrel of whisky, for every share 
held—and a i cost, too. 
A lter the wild gyrations were 
over the stock closed at 997.50 a 
share, compared with 174.25-.Satur­ 
day, and a t one time touched 
$111.50. 
Figuring there are 50 gallons of 
whisky to a barrel, the dosing 
price of the stock was equal to 
about $2 a gallon. 
There was such a rush to buy 
the stock that It took nearly two 
hours for buyers and sellers to get 
together, one of the longest delays 
in Exchange history. The first 
trade was at $100, on an aggrega­ 
tion of 6,700 shares. 
The distribution of something 
like 245,000 barrels of whisky to 
holders of 250,000 shares of stock 
will in effect put the company out 
of the whisky business for the 
duration. 
It still will hare its production 
facilities, now turning out com­ 
mercial alchol for war. 
The announcement of the whisky 
distribution plan came Just 24 
hours after the company had been 
sued by the OPA for alleged over­ 
charges on whisky sales in whole­ 
sale channels. 
The OPA asked more than $7,- 
000,000, treble damages, in its civil 
suit filed Saturday at Peoria, 111. 
The company said, however, the 
suit had no connection with direc­ 
tors’ decision to permit distribu­ 
tion of company whisky stocks.

Soviet Ambassador Coustantine Ou- 
mansky has indicated. 
In a recent address commemo­ 
rating the anniversary of the Rus­ 
sian revolution, the Soviet ambas­ 
sador to Mexico said: 
“According to estimates we (the 
Soviet army) now are only 146 
kilometers (90 miles from our west- 
tern frontier. 
“I wish that were trus, but 
must inform you that we still must 
win back 460 kilometers (ISO miles) 
in the same direction in order to 
reach our frontier with Poland.” 
The longer distance coincides 
with the frontier at Brast Lltovsk 
and Vilna, which the Russians 
reached in the Invasion of Septem­ 
ber, 1939.

" | INGLE JOE" STILWELL trudged out 
W of the jungle, jutted his jaw and 
growled: "We got run out of Burma . . . 
it's as humiliating as hell.” Ever since that 
dark day, American men, guns and sup­ 
plies have been flowing into India in prep­ 
aration for the hour when Allied forces 
could begin the march back. 
Now, with the rainy season ended, that 
hour appears to be close at hand. And 
marching shoulder to shoulder with the 
Americans and the British will be a pow­ 
erful contingent of Indian troops. There 
will be Sikhs and Punjabi Musalmans, 
Rajputs and Gurkas, Jets and Garhwalis. 
There will be stalwart soldiers from half a 
dozen other ancient Indian fighting races 
—men inured to hardships, famed for their 
prowess in jungle and desert combat. 
The pre-war Indian Army had 182,000 
men. Today it numbers 2,000,000, all of 
them volunteers. These tough and color­ 
ful fighting men will play a major role in 
the effort- to re-open the Burma Road,

2,000,000 strong, they stand beside their British and 
Yankee comrades, poised for the drive into forma 


China's lifeline. And when direct over­ 
land communication between India and 
China has been reestablished, India will 
become the supply base from which Amer­ 
ican, British and Indian forces, in co­ 
operation with the Chinese, can strike 
at Japan’s heart from the west. 
The Allied thrust into Burma may take 
any one of several courses. The most like­ 
ly overland route is along the narrow, 
well-guarded coastal strip that lies ber 


tween Chittagong and Akyab. An alter­ 
native is an overland march to seize the 
Jap-held railroad at Mandalay, but this 
entails hacking a path through almost im­ 
penetrable jungle. Still another possibility 
is an over-water invasion of southern Bur­ 
ma, timed to coincide with a Chinese drive 
from the North. Whatever the route, the 
sons of Mother India will be there in force 
—alongside the star spangled nephews of 
a man named Uncle Sam.

The unlnvaded countries, rough­ 
ly the American republics and the 
British commonwealth, would be 
the only ones expected to contri­ 
bute. Russia, an Invaded country, 
will not be asked to participate. 
Meanwhile, it appears the major 
agricultural levies on this country 
will come in wheat, fats and oils. 
The United States has a wheat sur­ 
plus and can be said to have a fats 
surplus, since much of the fats now 
are turned Into glycerine produc­ 
tion which will drop sharply at the 
war’s end. 
There will be no attem pt to ship 
cattle and hogs into devastated 
areas.

A story of the First World war 
and a young American soldier who 
spent his furlough in Paris by at 
tending the opera, is the first scene 
in Roland Gundy’s life. 
In 1918 his father 
Theodore 
Gundy, and a soldier friend, were 
invited to share the box of a French 
captain and his family when the 
'two Americans appeared at the 
famous theater. 
Later, when the officer learned 
Mr, Gundy was a musician, be in 
vited him for dinner and a French 
American romance began for the 
young soldier eventually married 
his host’s daughter. 
When young Gundy, who was 
born in 1922, showed signs of arils 
tic genius, his parents were faced 
with a decision. They could per­ 
mit their 10-year-old son’s talent 
to struggle along In mediocrity, 
or they could give it a chance to 
reach the heights lf they arere will 
ing to sacrifice. 
They chose the latter course and 
In 1932 Mrs. Gundy returned to 
France so that the young boy 
could 
study 
with 
world-famous 
teachers. 
In 1935 young Gundy made his 
debut in Paris and a short time 
later appeared with the Monte 
Carlo Symphony orchestra as guest 
soloist. He followed his European 
successes with his first American 
appearance at the age of 15 years 
In the New York Town hall and 
established himself as an artist of 
first rank. 
When Mr. Gundy appears before 
the local music association he will 
doubtless be playing a valuable 
violin loaned him by a well-known 
violin dealer. His hope is someday 
to own a Stradirarius, but an in­ 
strument worthy of his talents 
woald cost from 825,000 to 875,000 
Fortunately he Is able to adapt him­ 
self to a strange violin hi a short 
time, and has often been obliged to 
borrow as many as eight or ten 
different violins during a concert 
season.
